This season again the inhabitants 
of Fort Resolution foregathered at 
the Deadman'’s Islanga where the 
fishermen belonging to the missior 
stations, the Mounted Police and the 
fur traders laid in sufficient “hune”’ 
fish to carry them over the winter

owing to the low water In the rivers;

Chief Justice Harvey States 
Order of Law Society 
Was Unjustified 


Winning his appes! against the 
decision of the Law Soctety by which 
his name was two months’ ago 
struck off the list of barristers, BE. B. 
MeCullough was yesterday reinstat- 
ed by the Appeal Court. Chief Jus- 
tlee Marvey, speaking for the court, 
said the order of the seciety should 
not have been made end Mr. Justice 
Beck added that greater care should 
have been used by the benchers in 
sifting the evidence before them be- 
fore taking such drastic action. J. F, 
Lymburn argued the appeal and 
George H. Steer responded for the 
Law BSoctlety. 

The whole evidence given at the 
enquiry into the solicitors conduct 
had been reviewed the day before 
and an argument developed yester- 
day as to the duties and procedure

Appeal is Allowed 

“The order should not have heen 
made,” said the Chief Justice in de- 
livering judgment. “The Law &o- 
clety i# endeavoring to keep up the 
standard of the profession, but on 
the frank explanation of the golict- 
tor the decision in the Mayer case 
should have gone the other way 
With regard to the Wetterstrom case 
there was little ground for taking 
the attitude they did The appeal 
is disallowed, What about costs, Mr. 
Lymburn?t”’ 

“Lam not asking anything for my 
part in it,” was the reply.
